Perhaps It Is the stability of national boun^ 
darlcs In North America, and this country' 
massive Impregnability and our generally fine 
relations with both Canada and Mexico, that 
caused the Times ( and others who agree with 
It) to overlook a forensic parallel. 

Suppose, In the Interest of Justice, that the 
United States had been overrun by a military 
alliance of which Mexico was a member, and 
had been liberated by Great Britain and Can 
ada. And suppose then that Canada cast 
sheep's eyes at a strip along the northern 
boundary of the United States— a strip that 
■ took in Boston. New York, Philadelphia, De- 
troit, Chicago, Cleveland, Buffalo, the Twin 
Cities, Portland, Seattle and way points. 

Suppose, since we were defenseless 
owed our liberation to Canada and Great 
Britain, that they met In Montreal and de^ 
elded to give this strip to Canada, but to 
"compensate" by permitting us to take over 
an equivalent area of enemy Mexican terrl- 
. tory. 

We should then bo as big as ever. We should 
have plenty of_ room. We could move the 
population Ironi our lost northern area Into 
our new acreage south of the Rio Grande, and 
build U3 up a new tJnltcd States. 

You say that couldn't happen? True 
enough. Yet that Is exactly what is about to 
happen to Poland, and some Americans can't 
see anything wrong with It. 

A nation Isn't Just so many square miles of 
land, to bo Jockeyed Hcographlcally at tne 
whim of stronger powers — or 1e It? This war 
Is In defense of democratic self-determina- 
tion, and the right of small nations to live 
their own lives without (ear of aggression 
from bulllcs-or is it? 

We are no more eager than the Times to 
pick a quarrel with Hujsla over Poland, or 
over anything else. Perhaps we have no op- 
tion but to permit Russia to do as pleases 
with Poland. But we do have the right to dis- 
approve, and to argue— don't we?
